The mother's death leaves Lena, the 
seventeen-year-old daughter, the only 
breadwinner in the family, for the 
father, Charles Ernst, has not worked 
for more than a year.

Hundred« of People Were Marooned 


and Scores of Small Dwellings Were 
Washed Away. 


Two dead, five* injured, two missing 
and property damage of at least $2,- 
000,000 were the facts in connection 
with the cloudburst in Denver, Colo. 


The dead are: Frank Hill and Mrs. 
Lydia Bickford, aged eighty-five years. 


The missing are: Zoe Wallace and 
Albert Clay. 


The great city auditorium is a refu­ 
gee camp. 
Six hundred of the home­ 
less are congregated there. They are 
being fed by the 
city. 
Twenty-five 
children from six months to six years 
old, whose parents may have been 
lost, are in the care of a police ma­ 
tron. 


Practically the entire residence dis­ 
trict from Broadway east to the city 
limits for blocks ovn each side and from 
Broadway to the Platte river between 
Thirteenth street and Seventh ave­ 
nue was two feet deep in water. 


The flood is without parallel in the 
history of the city. Had it not been 
for a note of warning sounded over 
the telephone from an unknown source 
to the city hall just before the crest 
of the flood reached the city hundreds 
could not have escaped death. Many 
fled in their night clothes, and it is be­ 
lieved that many more were caught In 
the flood while sleeping. 


The crest of the cloudburst was pre­ 
ceded by a storm with a wind velocity 
of forty-eight miles an hour. In a two 
hours* hard rain the streets and sew­ 
ers were flooded, the tramway lines 
were 
out of 
commission, hundreds 
were marooned in the parks around 
the city and fifty miles of city rafcdway 
was destroyed. Then came a lull of 
four hours, during which the car lines 
were returning to schedule. 


At about 9.30 o’clock the cry of 
warning of the coming flood reached 
the city hall and Mayor Arnold. With­ 
in thirty minutes a wall of water many 
feet high descended on the city from 
Cherry 
creek, which flows through 
the 
Country club grounds, passing 
within five blocks of the city hall, the 
county hospital, the West Side court, 
out to the South Platte, five miles 
distant. 


It ripped out the concrete walls 
that confined it for two miles, de- 
stroped bridges and hundreds of small 
dwellings, driving the occupants from 
their homes or to roofs, from which 
they were rescued by members of the 
police and fire departments. 


Hundreds of spectators, cut off from 
retreat by the flood, were rescued by 
volunteers. 
Wagon after wagon was 
driven into the flood to return with 
women and children in drenched night 
dress. Those who insisted on saving 
their effects were dragged from their 
homes. 


Reaching the Union Station, the tor­ 
rent rushed three feet deep through 
the yard, putting out locomotive fires, 
marooning seevral hundred passengers 
and closing the city to incoming or 
outgoing traffic. In half an hour miles 
of tramway lines were put out of com­ 
mission, while a sewer undermined, 
broke and flooded Capitol Hill, the 
aristocratic section of the city. 
The 
cellars of the downtown stores and 
hotels were flooded. A general call to 
physicians met with speedy response. 


As the flood was at its receding 
point the parties organized during the 
night by Mayor Arnold 
began the 
work of surveying the damage and aid­ 
ing the victims. 


the dead appeared to have been per­ 
sons in comfortable circumstancos, a 
dime was the largest sum of money 
found on any of the bodies. 


Orders Lower Express Rates. 


The interstate commorco commis­ 
sion has ordered sweeping reductions 
in the rates charged by express com- 
panics. 


It has also ordered far-rcachine: 
forms in the regulations and practice« 
>f the companies and has also impos­ 
ed upon them a uniform system of 
rate making. 


The order of the commission, while 
lot final, is subject only to a hearing 
to be given the ox press companies on 
Oct. 9. 
The commission calls upon 
rtie companies to show cause at that 
;ime why the changes in rates and 
practices should not immediately go 
Into effect. 


The decision of the commission will 
rause a goneral reduction in rates on 
small packages of about 20 per cent. 
While the average reduction is only 20 
per cent, the reductions taken alto­ 
gether range from 10 to 50 per cent. 


An 
important 
reauirement of the 
commission is that 
the 
companies 
shall adopt a distinctive tag or label 
which will clearly show whether a 
package has been prepaid or not. In 
the event of doubt the receiver of a 
package will not be compelled to pay 
and the express companies will no 
longer have the benefit of thousands 
Df dollars that have flowed into their 
treasuries through double charges. 


In short the decision of the com­ 
mission 
revolutionizes 
the 
express 
business in this country.

BABIES SOLD FOR $5.001 RUN MEN DOWN TO ROB 


CINCINNATI INVESTIGATOR SAYS 
CHILDREN FIND A MARKET. 


YOUNG CALIFORNIA BANK CASH 
1ER STRUCK AND HIDDEN, 


Declares Infànts Supposed to Be Dead 
Are Disposed of Outright Through 
“Farms“—Each Establishment 
Has Woman Agent. 


Held a Prisoner All Night In a Den 
by, Gang of Thieves Operating 
With an Automobile — May 
Have Killed Others. 


Los Angeles, Cal.—Held a prisoner 
in a den of thieves, whose leader is a 
woman, Thomas Moore, a young bank 
cashier, after having been struck and 
knocked unconscious by a “pirate car” 
driven by one of the criminals, listen­ 
ed to the planning of the disposal of 
his body after death, unable to more 
or speak a word 


Moore, who lives a t No. 3622 Uni­ 
versity avenue 
with 
relatives, 
was 
held a prisoner during one night and 
a part of a day. Hourly fearing death, 
he lay half unconscious on a rude bed 
in a lodging-house in the downtown 
district, while 
the 
thieves stripped 
him of his valuables, including a dia­ 
mond stick pin, a pair of diamond- 
studded cuff links, a watch a*nd chain 
and $17.62. 
All identification marks 
were also removed from his clothing. 


The mystery connected 
with 
the 
Moore case leads some of the officers 
to the belief that the man identified 
as Bernard Rien, whose 
body 
was 
found In the inner 
harbor 
several 
weeks ago, was a victim of the same 
persons. It is thought that Rien was 
struck by the automobile in the same 
way that Moore was, and that he died 
from his Injuries. 
The clothing 
on 
the body had evidently been changed 
and all identification marks removed 
in exactly the same manner as 
was 
done in Moore’s case. The theory now 
is that the dead man was taken in the 
automobile to San Pedro, 
his 
body 
weighted with a heavy iron bar, and 
then thrown into the bay. 


Moore says the thieves ran their car 
upon him purposely while he was wait­ 
ing for a street car at Eighth 
and 
Spring streets at 11 o’clock at nighL 
He was tossed half way across the 
street and rendered pnconscious. The 
next thing he knew he was lying in 
the machine, which contained five men 
and a woman, and was driven rapidly 
through the downtown streets. He waa 
taken to the thieves* rendezvous in a 
lodging-house somewhere 
on 
Third 
street, and was held in a room in the 
place until 8 o’clock yesterday morn­ 
ing. Evidently the thieves were afraid 
to finish their work. Moore says they 
were counseled against murdering him 
by a woman member of the band, and 
that he was finally loaded into an auto­ 
mobile while still dazed and unable to 
i comprehend where he was, and taken

niously dumped on the front porch. 


Cincinnati.—Discovery of the alleged 
wholesale selling of babies at prices 
ranging from $5 to $100 is the latest 
development in the war 
on 
baby 
“farm s/’ headed by R. A. Longman, 
of the Children’s Home, last year’s 
president of the state conference of 
charities. 


Information in the case of Nora Da­ 
vis appeared to show that her baby, 
which had been born in a hospital, 
was not dead as she had been notified, 
but sold.. Habeas corpus papers have 
been drawn up to gain possession of 
the child. 


For a long time the mother believed 
her baby was dead. She says she was 
told so at the maternity home. 
The 
habeas corpus suit will be directed 
against the woman 
conducting 
the 
place. 
The mother has reason now 
to believe that the child did not die. 
but was disposed of through a baby 
“farm” operated by a negro woman. 


The girl’s case will be used in open­ 
ing a war against baby farms, Long­ 
man declared. 
The mother 
will 
be 
backed by the Children’s Home and 
the health department. Longman and 
Health Officer Landis have been mak­ 
ing a secret investigation for weeks. 


“There are three baby ‘farms’ in 
Cincinnati that we know of,“ Long­ 
man said. “Our efforts will be direct­ 
ed against their operation.“ 


Rabies are sold outright through 
these “farms” it is declared. Each of 
the establishments has a woman agent 
who goes about the country. In small 
towns she advertises that she has or­ 
phan children “for sale.” 
She never 
has any trouble of meeting buyers. 


No less than twenty babies, born in 
Cincinnati 
maternity 
homes, 
have 
been disposed of in this way, Long­ 
man says. 


The mother who is to sue says the 
only sight she ever had of her baby 
was when the cover of the bed was 
pulled back and some one said, “look!” 
She looked just once at the little face, 
and then, she says, someone else took 
the child away to be burled, they told 
her. 


Attorney Eugene Adler, who was the 
author of a legislative bill to regulate 
baby “farms,” will conduct the case of 
the mother.

There is not as much danger from 
buildings being, struck by lightning as 
most people suppose. Last year of 
1886 buildings being struck by light­ 
ning a great number were barns. 


Of these buildings 958 had wooden 
roofs, 34 were metal, 39 were slate and 
816 were not described. 


Of this whole number only 40 were 
rodded, 855 were not, and 952 were 
not reported. 


In the ten years, 1893 to 1903, Ger­ 
man investigators found that of all 
buildings struck, 9 per cent of those 
having hard roofs and 68 per cent of 
those having soft roofs were not B et 
on fire. 


Okler writers say that risks of build­ 
ings being struck by lightning is five 
times greater in the country than in 
the city. 
Electricity is present in 
the earth and in the atmosphere at 
all times. The amount in the atmos­ 
phere varies from time to time, but 
becomes large during so-called mag­ 
netic storms. These storms are usual­ 
ly accompanied by auroral displays 
and are often coincident 
with 
sun­ 
spots. 


It has been found that there is an 
excess of negative electricity in the 
surface of the earth and an excess of 
positive electricity in the atmosphere. 


As like electricity repels and unlike 
electricity attracts, 
it follows 
that 
there is a constant Interchange or 
movement of the positive electricity 
In the air toward the earth and of the 
negative electricity in the earth to­ 
ward and into the atmosphere. 


At times this is so marked that 
there is a visible discharge from ob­ 
jects extending Into atmosphere, like 
masts on vessels, or from the bodies 
of persons standing on mountain tops, 
just as there is sometimes between 
the Unger and a rapidly moving belt. 


This brush-like discharge is palled 
“St. Elmo's Are.” One man went out 
on the summit of Pike’s Peak with a 
raised umbrella during 
a 
magnetic 
storm and when he came in said It 
was raining lead. 


Thunderstorms will 
be 
generated 
wherever there is a rapidly rising cur­ 
rent of very moist air. Why and how 
we do not know. We do know, how­ 
ever, that moisture is condensed from 
water vapor upon minute particles of 
dust and upon electric ions. We know 
also that each drop of water, large 
or ever so minute, has a coating 
of 
electricity upon its surface. 


Whenever the stress of electricity 
in the air, due to the electrification 
of the cloud mass, passes the break-* 
ing limit, the air gives way. 
It is 
cracked from cloud to earih like a 
piece of glass as the bolt descends. 


It Is held by most scientists that 
sometimes at least the lightning flash 
is an oscillatory discharge, and that; 
the electricity passes both 
up 
and 
down. 


The distance of a flash !s approxi­ 
mately as many miles as one-flfth the 
number of seconds between the flash 
and the thunder.

or sneezing.

charged in the form of an invisible 
spray or mist, which floats about in 
the air for some time. 
Scientists 
have found that when a man coughs, 
spits or sneezes in a large hail or 
room where the air is quiet, these 
tiny, 
invisible 
germ-laden 
droplets 
will float in, the air for a distance of 
25 to 100 feet. 
These tiny droplets, 
in the form of mist or spray, may be 
breathed in by other people, or they 
may settle on objects witn which 
they come into intimate contact, such 
as food and clothing. Viewed in this 
light, such conduct is at least im 
polite. 
Furthermore, it is dangerour 
to the public at large to have careless 
people actually coughing, sneezing and 
spitting germ-laden matter into their 
faces, even if it Is invisible and in 
the form of fine mist.”

meant to the winner of an event more 
than a diamond-studded belt and a 
$100,000 purse, and the classics give 
us no hint of any “fakes’* in those 
days, says the New York Telegram. 


It is curious what an important part 
laurels have played in the develop­ 
ment of man, 
and 
to 
"win 
one’s 
laurels" is a phrase in common use, as 
signifying the attainment of honors of 
one sort or another. 


Gerard tells us that the laurel "is 
well respected for the beauty of its 
leaves and their continual greenness," 
and these leaves are remarkable for 
the fragrant though dangerous odor 
they give forth. 
Indeed, tho leaves 
were at one time much used in cook­ 
ery to impart the flavor of almond, for 
both contain the acid which goes to 
form prussic poison. 
But so danger­ 
ous is the shrub in this respect that 
Its use has almost disappeared from 
modern cookery, though the sweet bay 
—which is another form of laurel—is 
much used up to the present time, as 
it. Is harmless unless taken in large 
quantities. 


This form, the 
bay, 
it was 
that 
probably became the pride of the 
victors in the Pythian games held in 
honor of Apollo 
in ancient Greece. 
For it was by means of the purifica­ 
tion the god obtained in tho sacred 
groves of Tempe, from the blood of 
the python, that he was enabled to 
purify others, and the laurel held a 
close connection with Apollo in an­ 
cient Greece, the legend of the beauti­ 
ful woman who was changed into a 
laurel being the oHfin of the modern 
name Daphne, which 
has been be­ 
stowed upon the two native species of 
laurel in this country. 


It was only the winners of the con­ 
tests in the Pythian games who were 
crowned with the laurel, the Olympian 
winners receiving 
crowns 
of 
olive 
leaves, and the Nemean and Ismian 
winners receiving crowns of pine and 
parsley respectively, but the use of 
the laurel 
afterward 
spread 
into 
Home where the victors in war were 
crowned with laurel, and the leaves 
were much used 
in 
the 
triumphal 
entry into Rome of 
the 
conqueror 
after a battle.

Native trails, waterways and 
railroads furnish the only facilities of 
transportation. Over the trails native 
porters carry loads

There are no 
native industries In Belgian Kongo. In 
former days, before the state required 
so much of the native’s time to gather 
rubber and prepare food, and before 
traders had introduced manufactured 
goods, the natives wove grass cloth 
and mats, made baskets, metal spears, 
implements and 
ornaments. 
Now, 
even though the rubber 
days 
are 
past, the new generation knows little 
of the native arts and the young men 
are usually found in the service of the 
state as soldiers or workmen.

Latest Material to Be U*ed for Any 
Original Standard of L e n g th - 
Light In Weight. 


Fused silica is the latest material to 
be used for an original standard of 
length. 
Such a standard must con­ 
tinue accurate and invariable for a 
long period under all conditions of the 
air, and the metals tried—copper al­ 
loys, platinum, iridio platinum, nickel 
and invar—fall short of perfection. 
Fused silica claims a rare combination 
of good qualities. It is light in weight, 
cheap, and has small expansion; and 
its disadvantages—such as easy break­ 
age, lack of elasticity, 
and 
slight 
solubility in water—are not important. 
Tho first meter of the kind, as describ­ 
ed to the London Royal society, is a 
tube of silica with horizontal slabs of 
the same material fused into the ends. 
The slabs are accurately ground, with 
plane and parallel sides. The under 
sides are coated with platinum, and 
the lines of the standard are ruled 
through this film with a diamond. The

FINDING LENGTH OF CIRCLE 


"Canadium" is the name given a 
new metal discovered by A. G. French, 
metallurgical chemist of Nelson, B. C.f 
when investigating a large gold mine 
in that province. 
While examining a 
deposit of platinum metals, he' dis­ 
covered, sometimes isolated and some­ 
times in combination, another metal 
which was quite different from other 
members of the group. It has since 
been found in many other 
igneous 
dikes in the vicinity of Nelson. 


Canadium is a beautiful white metal 
but little softer than gold or silver 
and melting at a somewhat lower tem­ 
perature. It is not tarnished by damp 
atmosphere nor blackened or affected 
by sulphureted hydrogen, alkaline sul­ 
phides or tincture 
of 
iodine, which 
blacken both silver and 
palladium. 
When burnished, 
it is much more 
brilliant than either silver or pal­ 
ladium.

SUMMER VEGETABLES. 


For those who enjoy a vegetable 
garden of their own, no plant will give 
more satisfaction than Swiss Chafd. 
It is good the season through, during 
the growing season. Cook it in boiling 
water as any vegetable 
is 
cooked, 
then dress ItNvith butter, vinegar and 
sliced hard cooked eggs as spinach is 
served, or it may be served cold as a 
salad. It will grow up again and again 
new tender leaves, so that it is an 
easy vegetable to care for. 


Lettuce that has become too old 
and tough for eating fresh may be 
cooked and served as one does spin­ 
ach. 
It makes a pleasant variety for 
the daily menu. 
Lettuce soup is an­ 
other method of using the old tough 
leaves. This is made as one does any 
cream soup. 


The color of peas and asparagus aB 
well as spinach and any of the greens 
is a brighter green if the kettle in 
which the vegetable is (¿ooked is left 
uncovered during the cooking. 


A pretty way of serving new peas 
or asparagus is to prepare them with 
a rich white sauce, tte n hollow out 
rolls, butter well insine and brown, 
then fill the centers with the creamed 
vegetable, and serve hot. 


Spanish Beans.—Take a half cup of 
sliced onions, stewe(J\until tender, one 
cup of stewed beans, 
one cup 
of 
stewed tomatoes. 
Boil 
until 
thick 
enough to serve on a dinner plate. 
Season with butter, salt and cayenne 
pepper. 


Young beets will cook in an hour or 
less. 
Remove the skins after drop­ 
ping them into cold water, then re­ 
turn to the fire and chop, season with 
butter, pepper and salt and a few 
drops of vinegar. 
Olive oil may be 
used in place of butter to advantage. 


String beans 
are

Early In the day the flow of gas, ex­ 
cept in a pilot light, is shut off. 
At 
sunset, when the temperature falls. th*> 
valve opens, permitting the lfcht to 
shine. 
The form of light Is* a distinc­ 
tive flash, which shows for about two 
seconds, and is then followed by three 
seconds of darkness.

Real High Jumpers In Africa. 


Tho sensation caused by George* 
Horine, the Stanford university stu­

Hundreds of People Were 
Marooned 


and Scores of Small Dv^ellings Were 


Washed Away. 


Two dead, live- injured, two missing 
and property damage of a t least $2,- 
000,000 were the facts in connection 
with the cloudb^irst in Denver, Colo. 


The dead are: Frank Hill and Mrs. 
Lydia Bickford, aged eighty-five years. 


The missing are: Zoe Wallace and 
Albert Clay. 


The great city auditorium is a refu- 
gee camp. 
Six hundred of the home* 
less are congregated there. They are 
being fed by the 
city. 
Twenty-five 
children from six months to six years 
old, whose 
parents 
may 
have 
been 
lost, are in the care of a police ma- 
tron. 


Practically the entire residence dis- 
trict from Bi'oadway east to the city 
limits for blocks dn each side and from 
Broadway to the Platte river between 
Thirteenth 
street 
and 
Seventli 
ave- 
nue was two feet deep in water. 


The flood is without parallel in the 
history of the city. Had it not been 
for a note of warning sounded 
over 
the telephone from an unknown source 
to the city hall just before the crest 
of the flood readied the city hundreds 
could not have escaped death. Many 
fled in their night clothes, and it is be 
lieved that many more wore caught in 
the flood while sleeping. 


The crest of the cloudburst was pre- 
ceded by a storm with a wind velocity 
of forty-eight miles an hour. 
In a two 
hours' hard rain the streets and sew- 
ers were 
flooded, 
the tramway 
lines 
were 
out of 
commission, 
hundreds 
were marooned in the parks 
around 
the city and fifty miles of city ralidway 
was destroyed. Then canae a lull of 
four hours, during which the car lines 
were returning to schedule. 


At 
about 
9.30 o'clock 
the 
cry 
of 
warning of the coming flood reached 
the city hall and Mayor Arnold. With- 
in thirty minutes a wall of water many 
feet high descended on the city from 
Cherry 
creek, which 
flows 
through 
the 
Country 
club 
grounds, 
passing 
Within five blocks of the city hall, the 
county hospital, the West Side court, 
out to the 
South Platte, 
five 
miles 
distant. 


It 
ripped 
out 
the 
concrete 
Walls 
that 
confined it for two miles, 
de- 
stroped bridges and hundreds of s'aiall 
dwellings, driving the occupants from 
their homes or to roofs, from which 
they were rescued by members of the 
police and fire departments. 


Hundreds of spectators, cut off from 
retreat by the fiood, were rescued by 
volunteers. 
Wagon after wagon was 
driven Into the fiood to return 
with 
women and children In drenched night 
dress. Those who insisted on saving 
their effects were dragged from their 
homes. 


Reaching the Union Station, the tor- 
rent rushed three feet deep through 
the yard, putting out locomotive 
fires, 
marooning seevral hundred passengers 
and closing the city to incoming or 
outgoing ti'aflic. In half an hour miles 
of tramway lines were put out of com- 
mission, while a sewer 
undermined, 
broke and 
flooded 
Capitol 
Hill, 
the 
aristooratic section of the city. 
The 
cellars of the downtown 
stores 
and 
hotels were flooded. A general call to 
physicians met with speedy response. 


As the 
flood 
was at its 
I'eceding 
point the parties organized during the 
night by Mayor Arnold 
began 
the 
work of surveying the damage and aid- 
ing the victims.

The 
interstate 
commorco 
commis- 
sion has ordered sweeping reduotiona 
in the rates charged by express com 
panics, 


It has also ordered far-rcachlnc r ^ 
b r m s in the regulations and practice« 
)f the companies and has also Impos- 
fcd upon tliem a nnlform system 
of 
rate making. 


The order of tlie commission, wliile 
lot final, is subjoct only to a hearing 
to be given the express companies on 
Oct. 9. 
The commission calls upon 
fee companies to show cause at t h a t 
:ime why the changes In rates 
and 
practices should not immediately 
go 
Into effect. 


The decision of the commission will 
?ause a general reduction in rates on 
small packages of about 20 per cent. 
While the average reduction is only 20 
per cent, the reductions taken 
alto- 
gether range from 10 to 50 per cent.

reauirement of the 
sommlsalon 
Is that

companies 
shall adopt a distinctive tag or label 
*vhich will

Declares Infants Supposed to Be Dead 
Are Disposed of Outright Through 
"Farms"—Each Establishment 
Has Woman Agent. 


Cincinnati.—Discovery of the alleged 
wholesale selling of babies at prices 
ranging from $5 to $100 is the latest 
development in the war 
on 
baby 
"farms," headed by R. A, Longman, 
of the Children's Home, last year's 
president of the state conference of 
charities. 


Information in the case of Nora Da- 
vis appeared to show that her baby, 
which had been born in a hospital, 
was not dead as she had been notified, 
but sold.. Habeas corpus papers have 
been drawn up to gain possession of 
the child. 


For a long time the mother believed 
her baby was dead. She says she was 
told so at the maternity home. 
The 
habeas corpus suit will be directed 
against the woman 
conducting 
the 
place. 
The mother has reason now 
to believe that the child did not die. 
but was disposed of through a baby 
"farm" operated by a negro woman. 


The girl's case will be used in open- 
ing a war against baby farms. Long- 
man declared. 
The mother 
will 
be 
backed by the Children's Home and 
the health department 
Longman and 
Health Ofllcer Landls have been mak- 
ing a secret investigation for weeks. 


"There are three baby 'farms' in 
Cincinnati that we know of," Long- 
man said. i'Our efforts will be direct- 
ed against their operation." 


Babies are sold outright 
through 
these "farms" It is declared. 
Each of 
the establishments has a woman agent 
who goes about the country. In small 
towns she advertises that she has or- 
phan children "for sale." 
She never 
has any trouble of meeting buyers. 


No less than twenty babies, born in 
Cincinnati 
maternity 
homes, 
have 
been disposed of in this way, Long- 
man says. 


The mother who is to sue says the 
only sight she ever had of her baby 
was when the cover of the bed was 
pulled back and some one said, "look!" 
She looked just once at the little face, 
and then, she says, someone else took 
the child away to be burled, they told 
her. 


Attorney Eugene Adler, who was the 
author of a legislative bill to regulate 
baby "farms," will conduct the case of 
the mother.

Los Angeles. Cal.—Held a prisoner 
in a den of thieves, whose leader is a 
woman, Thomas Moore, a young bank 
cashier, after having been struck and 
knocked unconscious by a "pirate car" 
driven by one of the criminals, listen- 
ed to the planning of the disposal of 
his body after death, unable to more 
or speak a word 


Moore, who lives at No. 3622 Uni- 
versity avenue 
with 
relatives, 
wms 
held a prisoner during one night and 
a part of a day. Hourly fearing death, 
he lay half unconscious on a rude bed 
In a lodging-house in the downtown 
district, while 
the 
thieves stripped 
him of his valuables, including a dia- 
mond stick pin, a pair of diamond- 
studded cuff links, a watch a*nd chain 
and $17.62. 
All idenUHcatlon markt 
were also removed from his clothing. 


The mystery connected 
with 
the 
Moore case leads some of the officers 
to the belief that the man identified 
as Bernard Rien, whose 
body 
waa 
found in the inner 
harbor 
several 
weeks ago, was a victim of the same 
persons. It Is thought that Rien was 
struck by the automobile in the same 
way that Moore was. and that he died 
from his injuries. 
The clothing 
on 
the body had evidently been changed 
and all Identification marks removed 
in exactly the same manner as 
was 
done In Moore's case. The theory now 
is that the dead man was taken in the 
automobile to San Pedro, 
his 
body 
weighted with a heavy iron bar, and 
then thrown into the bay. 


Moore says the thieves ran their car 
upon him purposely while he was wait- 
ing for a street car 
at 
Eighth 
and 
Spring streets at 11 o'ck>ck at night. 
He was tossed half way across the 
street and rendered pneonscioua. 
The 
next thing he knew he was lying in 
the machine, which contained five men 
and a woman, and was driven rapidly 
through the downtown streets. He was 
taken to the thieves* rendezvous in a 
lodging-house somewhere 
on 
Third 
street, and was held in a room In the 
place until 8 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing. Evidently the thieves were afraid 
to finish their work. Moore says they 
were counseled against murdering him 
by a woman member of the band, and 
that he was finally loaded into an auto- 
mobile while still dazed and unable to 
comprehend where he was, and taken 
to his home, where he was unceremo- 
niously dumped on the front porch. 


The strange story told by the youn« 
bank cashier Is borne out by Mrs. Mc- 
Kelvey, his cousin, at whose home he 
has been staying since he came here 
from Kansas City. 
Mrs. 
McKelvey 
heard Moore's feeble cries for help and 
ran to the door Just In time to see the 
chauffeur of the car make a quick turn 
and disappear.

Oftener 
Than Those of Metal, Gfate W 
Other Materials, Declares « 
Fire Warden. 


There is not as much danger from 
buildings being, struck by lightning as 
most people suppose. 
Last year of 
1886 buildings being struck by light- 
ning a great number were barns. 


Of these buildings 958 had wooden 
roofs, 34 were metal. 39 were slate and 
816 were not described. 


Of this whole number only 40 were 
rodded, 855 were not, and 952 were 
not reported. 


In the ten years, 1893 to 1903, Ger- 
man Investigators found that of all 
buildings struck, 9 per cent of those 
having hard roofs and 68 per cent of 
those having soft roofs were not set 
on fire. 


OWer writers say that risks of build- 
ings being struck by lightning Is five 
times greater in the country than in 
the city. 
Electricity is present 
in 
the earth and in the atmosphere at 
all times. 
The amount In the atmos- 
phere varies from time to time, but 
becomes large during so-called mag- 
netic storms. These storms are usual- 
ly accompanied by auroral 
displays 
and are often coincident 
with 
sun- 
spots. 


It has been found that there is an 
excess of negative electricity in the 
surface of the earth and an excess of 
positive electricity in the atmosphere. 


As like electricity repels and unlike 
electricity attracts. 
It 
follows 
that 
there is a constant interchange 
or 
movement of the positive electricity 
In the air toward the earth and of the 
negative electricity in the earth to- 
ward and into the atmosphere. 


At times this is so marked 
that 
there is a visible <ilscharge from ob- 
ieots extending Into atmosphere, like 
masts on vessels, or from the bodies 
of persons standing on mountain tops. 
Just as there Is sometimes between 
the linger And a rapidly moving belt. 


This brush-like discharge is palled 
"St. Elmo's flre," One man went out 
on the summit of Pike's Peak with a 
raised umbrella during 
a 
magnetic 
storm and when he came in said it 
was raining lead. 


Thunderstorms will 
be 
generated 
wherever there Is a rapidly rising cur- 
rent of very moist air. Why and how 
we do not know. 
We do know, how- 
ever, that moisture Is condensed from 
water vapor upon minute particles of 
dust and upon electric Ions. We know 
also that each drop of water, large 
or ever so minute, has a 
coating 
of! 
electricity upon Its surface. 


Whenever the stress of electricity 
la the air, due to the electrification 
of the cloud mass, passes the break-« 
ing limit, the air gives v/ay. 
It Is 
cracked from cloud to earih like b, 
piece of glass as the bolt descends. 


It Is held by most scientists that 
sometimes at least the lightning fiash 
is an csclllatory discharge, and that; 
the electricity passes both 
up 
and 
down. 


The distance of a flash Is approxi- 
mately as many miles as one-flfth the 
number of seconds between the flash 
and the thunder.

charged in the form of an invisible 
Bpray or mist, which floats about in 
the 
air for some 
time. 
Scientists 
have found that when a man coughs, 
spits or sneezes in a large hall or 
room where the air is quiet,

germ-laden 
droplets 
will float In. the air for a distance of 
25 to 100 feet. 
These tiny droplets. 
In the form of mist or spray, may be 
breathed In by other people, or they 
may

People of Louisiana Too Late Are R«- 
flrettlng 
the Practical 
Extinc- 
tion of the Reptiles. 


Interference Avith the order of na- 
ture is likely to produce unexpected 
results. 
A curious illustration of this 
general law is afforded by the case of 
the Louisiana alligators. 


The bayous of Louisiana were for- 
merly the homes of alligators without 
number. 
They did no particular harm 
'except by catching a stray pig or dog 
now and then, nor were they known 
to be of any particular use. 
The peo- 
ple, for the most part, let them alone. 


Then there sprang up In the north 
a demand for alligator skins for the 
making of-various articles and the nat- 
ural result followed. 
The alligators 
were killed in great numbers 
until 
presently they were almost extermin- 
ated. 


No harm was done, people thought; 
but by and by it began to be noticed 
that certain mischievous 
quadrupeds 
were multiplying. 
In the rice 
fields 
the muskrais increased in such num- 
bers that it became hard work 
to 
hold back the Icvces, which had been 
built to keep the water on the rice 
during the 
growing season. 
What 
perhaps was more serious, the same 
burrowing rodents Infested the front 
levees 
and 
nothing 
but 
constant 
watchfulness averted disastrous con- 
sequences.

the number of rabbits, raccoons, and 
other animals which preyed upon the 
cauliflower, cabbage, lettuce ard simi- 
lar vegetables.

STRONG WOOD FOR CARRIAGES 


Hickory 
Is Most Important 
on Ac- 
count of Lightness Without Los- 
ing Any of Its Strength, 


The most important kind of wood 
Which the carriage maner uses is hick- 
ory. 
The lightness, without loss of 
strength, for which American 
made 
vehicles are famous, is largely due 
to the use of hickory. It has great 
strength and elasticity. 
There is 
no 
other wood that equals it in these re- 
spects, and all kinds have been used. 


For one thing, the light wheels used 
on some kinds of pleasure vehicles 
would have to be fitted with very thick 
tires if hickory was 
not 
employed. 
Ash and elm have been tried In place 
of hickory, but these woods split too 
easily to be successful substitutes. 


Many millions of feet of hldkory are 
used every year in the carriage and 
wagon industry. 
It is feared that its 
rate of production may not keep pace 
with the demands of the trade, for 
hickory sprlngeth not up in the night. 
Nevertheless, 
it 
does 
grow 
rapidly 
enough to hold out some hope that 
with careful supervision of the forests 
the hickory tree may be made to yield 
a sufficient crop.

Latest Material to Be Used for Ar.y 
Original Standard of Length- 
Light in Weight, 


FINDING LENGTH 
OF 
CIRCLE 


Majority of Mechanics Much Prefer 
to Deal With Fractions With 
Divider Points. 


The mechanic's handy method 
of 
finding the length of a circle is as fol- 
lows: 
He first divides the diameter 
into 21 parts, and takes on© of these 
parts and adds it to 
the 
diameter. 
Then he sets 
the 
dividers 
to 
this 
measure (1 1-21 diameters) and tak- 


Ltngth of a Clrcls, 


ing three steps with the dividers ob- 
tains about the exact 
circumference. 
The -majority of mechanics prefer to 
deal with fractions with the divider 
points rather than with figures, which 
must always be used in this calcula- 
tion. 
Tbe measurement obtained In 
this way is close enough 
for 
most 
kinds of work.—Scientific American. 


U m Wasts Products. 


In Wilmington, Del,, a use is being 
found for the waste products of paper 
mills which have been accumulating 
for years and 
have 
been 
thought 
valueless. 
One factory has 
dumped 
over 100,000 tons of residuum from its 
boilers on the neighboring fiats, cov- 
ering about eight acres. 
This Is now 
to be treated by a process for extract- 
ing the carbon for the market and the 
rest will be converted into fertilizer. 


Fused silica is the latest material to 
be used for an original standard of 
length. 
Such a standard must con- 
tinue accurate and Invariable for a 
long period under all conditions of the 
air, and the metals tried—copper al- 
loys, platinum, Iridlo platinum, nickel 
and 
invar—fall short 
of 
perfection. 
Fused silica claims a rare combination 
of good qualities. It Is light in weight, 
cheap, and has small expansion; and 
its disadvantages—such as easy break- 
age, lack of elasticity, 
and 
slight 
solubility In water—are not Important, 
The first meter of the kind, as describ- 
ed to the London Royal society, is a 
tube of silica with horizontal slabs of 
the same material fused Into the ends. 
The slabs are accurately ground, with 
plane and parallel sides. The under 
sides are coated with platinum, and 
the lines of the standard are ruled 
through this film with a diamond. The 
annealing of the 
meter—by 
slowly 
heating to 450 degrees, maintaining at 
this temperature for efght days, and 
slowly 
cooling 
14 
days—cause 
a 
shrinkage of about one 50,000th of an 
inch. 


"CANADIUM'^ IS A NEW METAL 


Discovered by Metallurgical Chemist 
While Investigating Gold Wins 
in British Columbia. 


"Canadlum" is the name given a 
new metal discovered by A. G. French, 
metallurgical chemist of Nelson, B. C., 
when investigating a large gold mine 
In that province. 
While examining a 
deposit of platinum metals, 
he" dis- 
covered, sometimes Isolated and some- 
times In combination, another metal 
which was quite different from other 
members of the group. It has since 
been found in many other 
Igneous 
dikes in the vicinity of Nelson. 


Canadium Is a beautiful white metal 
but little softer than gold or silver 
and melting at a somewhat lower tem- 
perature. It is not tarnished by damp 
atmosphere nor blackened or affected 
by sulphureted hydrogen, alkaline sul- 
phides or tincture 
of 
Iodine, which 
blacken both 
silver 
and 
palladium. 
When burnished, 
it 
is 
much more 
brilliant 
than either 
silver or 
pal- 
ladium.

Geared Ratchct Implement Embodies 
Several Interesting 
Features- 
Easy to Operate. 


This geared ratchet automobile Jack

SUMMER VEGETABLES. 


For those who enjoy a vegetable 
garden of their own. no plant will give 
more satisfaction than Swiss 
Chatd. 
It is good the season through, during 
the growing season. Cook it in boiling 
water as any vegetable 
Is 
cooked, 
then dress it Nvith butter, vinegar and 
sliced hard cooked eggs as spinach is 
served, or it may be served cold as a 
salad. It will grow up again and again 
new tender leaves, so that it Ib 
easy vegetable to care for. 


Lettuco that has become too old 
and tough for eating fresh may be 
cooked and served as one does spin- 
ach. 
It makes a pleasant variety for 
the dally menu. 
Lettuce soup Is an- 
other method of using the old lough 
leaves. 
This Is made as one does any 
cream soup. 


The color of peas and asparagus as 
well as spinach and any of the greens 
is a brighter green if the kettle in 
which the vegetable is 9ooked is left 
uncovered during the cooking. 


A pretty way of serving new peas 
or asparagus is to prepare them with 
a rich white sauce, t ^ n 
hollow out 
rolls, butter well Insife and brown, 
then fill the centers with the creamed 
vegetable, and serve hot. 


Spanish Beans.—Take a half cup of 
sliced onions, stewedsuntil tender, one 
cup of stewed beans, 
one cup

stewed tomatoes. 
Boil

enough to serve on a dinner plate. 
Season with butter, salt and cayenne 
pepper. 


Young beets will cook in an hour or 
less. 
Remove the skins after drop- 
ping them into cold water, then re- 
turn to the fire and chop, season Avith 
butter, pepper and 
salt and a few 
drops of vinegar. 
Olive oil may be 
used In place of butter to advantage. 


String beans 
are

Macadam Roads of the Past, 


Macadam roads, long the standard 
paving 
construction 
for 
highways, 
have had their day; the automobile 
has made it necessary to adapt pave- 
ments to a now traffic. Prof, Arthur 
H. Blanchard of Columbia notes in 
Engineering News that tho yardage of 
new bituminous pavernenta, construct- 
ed by "penetration" methods, Increased 
in eight states from 25,200 in 1908 to 
8.GS0,900 in 1911, and, of bituminous 
concrete pavements, from 4.440 yards 
in 19(JS to 508,100 in 1911. 
Of the 
surfac<^s for macadam pavements al- 
ready Jaid, Professor Blanchard says: 
"That more permanent 
forms 
of 
construction are favored by our state 
commissions is clearly shown by the 
marked decrease in use of light oils 
for surface treatment of roads, and 
the decided increase In the surface 
treatment of roads with heavy asphalt- 
ed cements,'*

Real High Jumper« In Africa, 


Tho sensation caused 
by Georges 
Horine. the Stanford university stu- 
dent, who has been smashing high-* 
jumping records, calls to mind 
the 
high Jumping seen recently by the- 
duke of Mecklenburg 
during a 
trip 
through the German East African pro- 
tectorate. 
An account of it is given 
In tho Geographic 
Magazine, 
The 
Jumpers were of the Watussl trlba^ 
"a tall, well-mado people, with an al- 
most ideal physique," their 
statura 
ranging from "five feet eleven and a 
half Inches to seven feet two and a 
half inches." The exactness of the fig- 
ures Indicates that the duke did not 
depend on guesswork and estlmsite. 
In any case, tho Watussl can Jump ia 
proportion to their height—tho best 
performer cleared eight feet and five 
inches. 
Even the Watussl "kids" got 
over the bar at a height of five ieet. 
The conditions are thus described by 
the duke: 
"A line v/hlch could b« 
raised or lowered at will was jrtretched 
between two slender trees standing 
on an Incline. 
The athletes had to 
run up to this and Jump from a small 
termite heap a foot In height/' But th« 
termite heap'« the rub: a foot oft the 
record, that means. Still tho German« 
ought to send post haste to the Wa- 
tussl country for a couple of high 
Jumpers and Include them lu their 
Olympic team.
